Father Edward Fenlon, pastor 
Bridget’s Church, Jefferson ave- 
nue and Carr street, died at 5 a. m.

A St. Louis financier is authority for 
the statement that the directors of the 
United Railways Co. have informally 
considered a new feat in high finance in 
the suggestion of a straight 3-cent fare, 
with no transfers. 

At first blush the suggestion of a 3- 
cent fare, without transfers, seems a 
big concession to the public demand for 
a cheaper rate. But in reality a 3-cent 
fare, without transfers, would amount 
to almost exactly the same thing in 
profits to the company as aé_é 95-cent 
fare, with § transfers. The figures 
from the latest report of the United 
Railways Co. show that a little more 
than 40 per cent of its passenger traffic 
ig transfer business. ‘ 

Average Fare is 3 Cents. 

On this basis only 60 per cent of the 
traffic pays the 5-cent fare, which makes 
3 cents the average fare paid for each 
straight ride. The director who sug- 
gested the straight 3-cent fare contend- 
ed that this reduction in the rate would 
tend to popularize the system with the 
~—Ppeopic, and at tne same time yield an 
equal or greater amount of revenue.

If these 
passengers had all paid a 3-cent fare, 
with the other 40 per cent paying an- 
other 3-cent fare to reach their destina- 
tions, there would have been but little 
Gifference in the gross revenue of the 
company.

One of 
this three, Special Officer Mahon, was 
discharged and the cases of the other 
two, Asistant Chief John J. Keely and 
Detective August H. Dooley, are under 
consideration by the board. Nothing will 
pe done in the “‘graft cases’’ Friday. The 
board will hold its regular weekly meet- 
ing Friday afternoon. 
YThe case againbt suspended Detective 
Dan McGrath is set for 10 a. m. Satur- 
day, that against suspended. Detective 
Michael Cremin for Monday at 10 a. m, 
and the trial of suspended Detective 
Hugh McQuellen will follow that of 
Cremin. 

Chief of Detectives. Smith was ac- 
cused in open session of the Police 
Board of making signals to a witness 
on the stand in the trial of Detective 
Dooley Thursday afternoon. 

Several persons present, attorneys 
and others, declared that they saw 
Smith nod to a woman while she was 
giving testimony and former Prose- 
cuting Attorney John D. Dalton made 
a heated protest against such conduct 
on the part of the Chief. President 
Stewart sald that the protest was 
very proper and that he was aston- 
ished if the accusation against Smith 
were true,

tlemen who saw him signal the wit- 

“Ping Pong,’ whose name is. Har- 
ry Stamper, who testified Tuesday 
that Dooley was known in the Bad 
Lands as honest, incorruptible and “a 
wrong copper,’ was the first witness 
at Thursday’s session of the board.

Frank H. Wentworth, a labor leader 
of Massachusetts, was the principal 
speaker of the evening, and many of his 
utterances brought his auditors to their 
feet, waving their hats and shouting 
frantic approval.

“The Governor of the State of Idaho 
has publicly declared that these men 
shall never leave the State alive; and 
the President of the United States, in a 
written message to Congress, assumes 
them to be guilty.
